Black Plaintiff Must Pay Defense 
In 'Bad Faith' Discrimination Suit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A black female employe of the U.S. Community Services Ad- 


ministration "abused the judicial process" by filing a sex and racial discrimination suil 
against Ihe federal government. U.S. Dislriel Judge John Pratt ruled. In an,opinion released 
Tuesday, Pratt ordered Barbara Copcland to reimburse Ihe federal government for its costs 
In defending Itself against her suil. Government attorneys said they would bill her 827 an hour 
or about S4.IM. Pratt's ruling is believed to be the first in which a plaintiff in a bias case has 
been ordered to pay the federal government after losing a claim, said attorneys familiar with 
discrimination cases. Her complaint, alleging she was a victim of sexual and racial 
discrimination because she was passed over for promotion, was filed "in bad faith, with an 
intent to harass her supervisors anil generally vra the defendant through her abusive con- 
duct." Pratt ruled. A computer programing specialist, she claimed she had been the, victim 
of job reprisals liecause she was a union officer. She was not available for comment on the 
decision. Her exact salary was not available bul salaries in her job grade normally average 
around $WO a week.
